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The Chicago Mute Circle met at 
Farwoll Hall, Thursday evening, Jane 
fitb, (o hear liars Larson lecture on 
"The Democratic Party."

merce, sciences, education, mechanics, 
telegraphy, government system, etc. 
The Circle declared it a most valuable 
speech, and they adjourned after a 
most social time.

His religious 
service was appreciated very well by 
all present. A good collection was 
taken for his fourth services. After 
some important notices were given, 
Lars Larson said that ho was glad 
to havo done a groat deal for all the 
deaf people in the city during the past 
two yoars, and bade farewell to all, as 
ho is to leave Chicago for the North 
West. Chester Codman rose and re 
sponded m behalf of the mutes in the 
city, a.id gave him cards of thanks for 
his past voluntary services for the si 
lout brethren in the city. After these 
exercises were over, many staid to re 
now acquaintances. Some of them 
remained in the members' parlors at 
Farwell Hall builoSng till late in the 
evening. Among the listening audi 
once were Mr. and Mrs. 1). \V. George, 
some pupils of the Jacksonville School, 
now Btayiug home for vacation, some 
from Pullman, and others from vil- 
lages around tho city. 

I 'or the sake of some inquiries ask 
ing for the number of members of the 
Mute Circle, it has no members at all, 
and is govorned by those deal 'mutes 
who havo joined the Young Mens' 
Christian AHsociation. During tho 
past two years, the Circle had over 
Bixty lectures, half of which number 
were given by L. M. Larson, and the 
reBt by twenty different persons — one 
from fovva, Wisconsin and Louisiana ; 
two from Ohio, and fifteen from I Hi 
nois ; two debate meetings, seven so- 
cials, one magic lantern exhibition, one 

legerdemain, all done good tor the 

adult deaf in the city.

Several hundred ladies and gentle- 
men availed themselves of the kind 
general invitation extended to witness 
the closing exercises of the year, at 
the Slate's school for deaf-inui 
Chainbersbnrg. The exercises were 
held in the chapel of the institution, 
at half-past ten o'clock yesterday 
morning. They were opened with 
prayer hy Bishop Scarborough, and 
a brief address hy Superintendent 
Jenkins. The latter alluded to the 
great difficulty of teaching such chil- 
dren, and gave a brief history of the 
early attempts in the direction of 
their education. It was not though! 
possible, he said lo cultivate their 
minds until Abbe de l'Fpee. of Paris, 
a renowned clerical philanthropist, 
Opened a school for their kind. His 
was the Bret deaf mule school ever 
established. In this country the cred- 
it for the first, school of a similar char- 
acter is also owing to a clergyman, 
the Rev. Thomas (iallaudet.' ' Now 
there are deaf mute schools in neatly 
every State in the Fnion. N.u 
Jersey sent her unfortunate children 
to other states for their education, 
until this line institution was opened 
for them. The managers and the 
facultv are very proud of it, and the 
Slate had a right to point with pride 
to it. 

Six little girls, who had been only 
one year under instruction, illustrated 
the oral methods in vogue in the 
school, under the direction of Miss 
Ely, They read her lips as she utter- 
ed words and sentences. The young- 
sters seemed to feel too abashed 

in the presence of so manv strangers. 
When Miss Ely. standing some' dis- 
tance from them, said, "stamp with 
your feet !" the twelve little feet beat 
the Boor merrily, making a sound like 
rat-a-ta on a snare-drum. They 
knelt in obedience to Miss Ely's re- 
. took OOtnba out of each other's 
hair, pointed out pictures in books 
and diil many others things, showing 
that they easily comprehended what 
aid to them. 

Some of the most, proficient scholars 
in the school are hoys, under the 
instruction of Mis* Howard. Some 
of them wrote beautifully yesterday, 
on blaekhoards. One bright-eyed 
little fellow, a semi-mute, indited 
this : 

"We hope that the ladies and 
gentlemen who have conic to see this 
exhibition, will be repaid for their 
trouble. 1 think this is the. young- 
est school for deaf mutes in America. 
There are now more than fifty other 
schools in the United States. ' There 
were about 30,000 deaf mutes by the 
census of 18*0, We thank the State 
Of New Jersey for giving us this 
school." 

The chapel rang with applause 
when the little screed was finished.

T he closing exercises preceding the 
annual vacation at the western New 
York Institution for deaf-mutes took 
yesterday. I'pwards of 200 
visitors, including the friends and 
parents of inmates, were present, and 
witnessed with deep interest the per- 
formances of all who took part in the 
i amine. 

The exercises were opened by tho 
principal, Z. F. Westervelt, who re- 
viewed the history of the institution 
from the date of its commencement, 
giving a special account of the work 
of the last year, and concluded by of- 
fering all the visitors a hearty wel- 
come. 

Due of the principal features on the 
programme was an essay by Miss Rose 
II. llalpin, who was the recipient of 
the first, diploma, conferred hy the 
school. The subject of the essay was 
"George Eliot as a woman and as a 
writer." 

After having read the essay Miss 
llalpin, who, though deaf, is quite an 
accomplished young lady, was pre- 
sented her diploma as a graduate by- 
ex- Mayor Clarkaon, president of the 
board, who explained that after com- 
pleting the regular term appointed for 
scholars in the institution, and on ac- 
count of her excellence in scholarship, 
Miss llaplin had been appointed In- 
die superintendent of public instruc- 
tion, lion. Neil (iilmore, to a three 
years' supplementary course, under 
the conditions of a legislative 

providing for such a special appoint- 
ment. As the young lady had finish- 
ed the special term, and had credita- 
bly passed examinations in liferatere, 
mental and physical science and ma- 
thematics she was entitled to all the 
privileges that pertained to graduates 
of an academy. Mr. Clarkson took

THE CONVENTION OF ARTICULATION 
TEACHERS. 

The convention of articulation teach 
ers is over. So far as numbers and 
enthusiasm and distinguisli<;il guests 
are concerned, it was a great success. 
Professor A. Gratiarn Bell presided 
with a suavity of manner that was 
both courteous and bland ; innnrnor- 
able papers were read and applauded, 
but very slightly discussed ; and evi- 
dences of proficiency in lip-reading and 
articulation were given by three pupils 
who had been instructed by the oral 
method, and their performances were 
received witli i-'lnt. The pupils who 
thus demonstrated their ability were 
what is termed semi-mute --that is, 
they had been able to speak before the 
hearing was lost. Almost any irmlitn- 
tation for deaf-mutes in America em 
produce similar examples, and we think 
it would have been far more pertinent 
had specimens of the results obt. 
in unfavorable I " *>iO W », in 

stead of those in whom the. condition* 
were conducive to a high d 
success. We say this, because it was 
•averted that all, with- , lion 

could be profitably l.ii^'ht by the oral 
method. But one of the distinguish- 
ed educators maintained th.it oiily fif 
teen per cent of all deaf inntes i 
be advantageously educated) by that 
method. There are hundreds of ot her* 
who agree with him, and who have, 
like him, formed their opinions after 
many years oil and ex- 

perience. It is conceded that nearly 
every deaf mute can be taught to ut 
ter simple word but 

only in a small percentage of cases 
will the result justify the time 
money and labor employed to obtain 
it. It may be argued that BO uuotint 
of expenditure should be grndged, if 
it will confer npon any mate the 
faculty of speech.

In reply to 
thOM Cards, forty seven lei lets wore 
ed. With the assurance that if 
time and expense allowed, the \\ 
would attend. Of this number twen- 
ty-six made their presence at, the Old 

Virginia Institution on the loth of 

.June. Though it be a small number, 
it is the greatest numbor of ex pupils 
that has been, at one time, in the 
city of Staunton. They wvn\ indeed, 
a line looking crowd of young ladies 
and gentlemen, exhibiting every mark 
of well -I raining. Some outsiders ex- 
pressed themselves as astonished that 
deaf-mules could make such ladies 
and gentlemen. Oapt, Charles S. 
Keller, the .Principal of the Institu- 
tion, desirous to show his appreoifl 
lion of the \ isit, invited them all to 
dino with him 00 Wednesday, the 
I 1th of . I line. A special table was 
accordingly provided for them, In 
return, immediately after dinner, tho 
mutes voted Capf. Roller a " vote of 
thanks" for his kindness shown them. 
At, three o'clock, the ex-pupils pro- 
ceeded to the Institution chapel hall, 
where a meeting was called to order 
by Mr. .'. W. Michaels.

Mr. Michaels then rose and explain- 
ed in pantomime the object of the 
meeting, giving as its chief object the 

foundation of the "Virginia Deaf-Mule 
Association, to promote the deaf of 
the Stale socially.

Mr. Alexander Graham Hell ad- 
dressed the meeting and, in the 
course of his speech, said : — "Few 
people have any idea of the extent to 
which deafness prevails. There are 
upward of thirty-fire thousand deaf- 
mutes in this country. It has been 
estimated by competent authority 
thai not moro than live per cent of 
the total population of the United 
Siatcs have unimpaired hearing facul- 
ties. Deafness in children, as you are 
aware, seems to produce dumhness. 
A child of five or six years, who can 
talk well, becomes deaf from an at- 
tack of, say, scarlet fever or spinal 
meningitis, and soon the child's 
speech becomes affeoted. I say this 
in connection with the strange" falla- 
cies which f prevail in the popular 
mind that mntness springs from some 
in the vocal organs. Nothing 
of the kind. I have examined the 
vocal organs of over four hundred 
deaf-mutes and have found them no 
different from those of other people. 
These deaf-mules can be taught to 
speak, and it lies with us to devise the 
means for enabling them to talk. 
(Applause.) * * *

•• It may he interesting toreoall that 
at the opening of this century there 

ted no school in the United Si 
JJpr deaf-mate children. It. was in 
1817 that that the First institution of 
the kind was started at Hartford, 
Conn. At that time people had to 
tittle idea of the number of deaf-mute 
children in the country that it was 

believed that this school would aooom- 

inodate them all. It was not long he- 
fore the Bartford school beeatnt 
crowded, and the true state of affairs 
heeanie somewhat more clearly Appa- 
rent Then the different states turn- 
ed their attention to the suhjee: 
to-day there are fifty-eight schools in 
the Union devoted to the teaching of 
the deaf-mute. Bnt man 
needed and more must he and will he 
established. It will be one of the 
duties of this Convention to din 
t on t ion to this subject, and to dense
